SPRINGVILLE — The great 
Impressionist Edgar Degas noted 
that the importance of art is not 
what the artist sees but what he 
makes others see. 

If so, the value of “Utah Art, Utah 
Artists” in the Springville Museum 
of Art is not just that itis a visually 
dazzling show but that it also makes 


us see who we are. Reflected in this collection of art 
of the past 150 years are the attitudes, intellect and 
culture that have made Utah what it is today. 

Part of the Cultural Olympiad, the exhibit brings 
together examples from every period and almost 
every genre important to Utah art. It is one of the 
most ambitious shows ever mounted in the state, said 
museum director Vern G. Swanson. “There’s never 
been anything with this depth and breath.” 

The exhibit includes 310 works by 227 artists, hung 
in 15 galleries at the museum. There are 205 paint- 
ings, 63 sculptures and 42 works on paper represent- 
ing major styles from pioneer days to the present. In 


About three or four years ago, 
when The Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter-day Saints’ Conference 
Center was under construction,

“We wanted to show 
styles, mediums, peri- 
ods,” said Swanson. “We 
wanted to represent all geo- 
graphical locations as well as all peo- 
ples and cultures.” Even so, they had to 
leave out photography and utilitarian 
work of designer/craftsmen and quiltmakers, which 
are also an important part of our art history. 

Only twice before has an exhibit of this scope been 
attempted, and both were quite limited, he said. A 
retrospective was mounted for the state’s 1947 cen- 
tennial celebration. And a show in 1965 featured 100 
years of painting in Utah. That one included a pio- 
neering book by James Haseltine “and really kicked
